Richard Lugar 
of Indiana and Arlen Specter of 
Pennsylvania, as well as 1992 Bush 
primary challenger Patrick Buchanan. 
A few GOP governors and California 
Rep. Bob Dornan also are mulling the 
race. 

For all his image problems in the 
electorate at large, Quayle was a 
favorite of cultural and religious con- 
servatives who are active in GOP 
affairs and particularly influential in 
several early primary states. 

Ralph Reed, the Christian Coalition 
executive director, said Quayle 


Jampaign teams penalized 
br violating election rules 


Shumway said they have accepted 
the penalty and moved on in the cam- 
paign. 

“Our campaign is so large that it is 
hard to regulate every person working 
with us,” Shumway said. 

Because the rules are so specific, 
following them is a credit to his cam- 
paign and the other campaigns that 
have kept to all the details, Shumway 
said. 

Pitts and Shumway were not able to 
campaign in the residence halls and 
facilities during the lunch hours on 
Feb. 8 because of the minor violation. 

“It is typically not the candidates 
themselves who make mistakes,” said 
Alain Breillatt, an associate vice pres- 
ident for the Student Advisory 
Council. “People get out and get 
excited and don’t think about where 
the rules are when they want their 
candidate to win.” 

The Elections Committee also 
observed that there have been some 
general violations by nearly every 
campaign. 

Workers have been overtly cam- 
paigning at BYUSA headquarters and 
some have used BYUSA equipment 
for campaign purposes. 

“There are always things that hap- 
pen every year,” said Election 
Committee member Stacie Duce. 

The committee, for the first time 
this year, is made up of students 
instead of a full-time BYUSA coordi- 
nator. Its main job is to figure out the 
effect of the violations. 

The committee members said they 
only take action.on violations that 
have been proven, not on any rumors.

“clearly had a niche of 15 to 20 per- 
cent of the primary vote and probably 
30 percent of the religious conserva- 
tive vote. This leaves a huge hole in 
the field.” 

The GOP contenders rushed to fill 
it, and party strategists once again 
found themselves debating who 
would benefit from an unexpected 
withdrawal from the race. 

Many predicted Dole would benefit 
most in the short-term, because front- 
runners generally do when another 
major candidate bows out. Hoping to 
prove that true, Dole saluted Quayle 
as a “courageous voice for main- 
stream American values.” 

But despite a solid, conservative 
voting record on abortion and other 
social issues, Dole is considered sus- 
pect by many religious conservative 
leaders. 

Buchanan is a favorite of this group, 
but not considered by most analysts to 
be a serious prospect for the nomina- 
tion. 

Reed said Gramm has an enormous 
opportunity, if he would add social 
issues to his conservative economic 


message. 

In an interview, Gramm said he 
already was stressing such themes in 
his call for welfare reform and family 
tax cuts. With Quayle out, he asserted 
that “now there is no doubt that I am 
the conservative in the race.”

Officials arrest 
suspect in Trade 
Center bombing

ISLAMABAD, Pakistan — Police 
found a little surprise this week when 
they arrested the man suspected of 
masterminding the World Trade 
Center bombing: explosives in his 
bag, hidden in toy cars. 

“He was found with explosives ... 
and chemicals used in making 
bombs,” said Interior Minister 
Nasirullah Babar as he described the 
arrest of Ramzi Ahmed Yousef. 

Nabbed Tuesday in Pakistan, 
Yousef was secretly whisked to the 
United States in a U.S. government 
plane. 

“We turned him over to the 
Americans and told them to take him 
out of here,” said Babar, who super- 
vises Pakistan’s police. 

In New York on Thursday, he 
pleaded innocent to 11-counts relating 
to the Feb. 26, 1993, bombing of the 
Manhattan landmark. The attack .on 
the world’s second-tallest building 
killed six people, injured more than 
1,000 others, caused $500 million in 
damage and introduced Americans to 
the fear of international terrorism. 

Yousef appeared calm and spoke 
fewer than 10 words during his brief 
appearance before U.S. District Judge 
John F. Keenan. “I plead not guilty,” 
he said in English, waving off an 
interpreter. He told the judge he 
understood the indictment. 

The most serious charges Youset 
faces are punishable by life in prison 
without parole. Yousef was being 
held without bond until his next court 
appearance on Wednesday. 

Authorities say Yousef, who came 
to the United States in 1992, bought 
and mixed the chemicals for the 
bombs that exploded in a van parked 
under the | 10-story twin towers. 

Yousef, who had been living with 
two other bombing suspects in Jersey 
City, N.J., escaped the night of the 
bombing, using an alias to fly to Iraq 
via Pakistan. His fingerprints were 
found on two bomb-making manuals 
seized by authorities and on contain- 
ers of bomb-making chemicals, 
authorities said. 

Last Sunday, Yousef arrived in 
Pakistan on a flight from Bangkok, 
Thailand, said Babar. He was tailed 
by plainclothes police for two:days, 
then arrested Tuesday at a Holiday 
Inn. 

“He was under surveillance from the 
time he arrived,” Babar told The 
Associated Press. 

The FBI said it almost nabbed 
Yousef last month in the Philippines, 
where he was linked to a failed plot to 
assassinate the pope, but Yousef 
slipped out of Manila. 

President Clinton called the arrest ‘a 
major step forward in the fight against 
terrorism.” The State Department had 
posted a $2 million reward for 
Yousef’s capture, but it was not clear 
if anyone would get the money. 

Yousef’s apprehension is the second 
stunning development this week in 
the prosecution of the alleged terror 
campaign. On Monday, Siddig 
Ibrahim Siddig Ali, who had been 
accused of masterminding a planned 
wave of terror, confessed and agreed 
to cooperate with prosecutors. 


BYU chair discusses Kobe quake

Missing toys in McDonald’s Happy 
Meals may be the result of a recent 
earthquake in Kobe, Japan, said Dr. 
T. Leslie Youd, chair of BYU’s Civil 
and Environmental Engineering 
Department. 

Youd, an expert in studying the 
effects of earthquakes, recently 
returned from a government assign- 
ment in Kobe where he and other 
appointed engineers examined dam- 
aged structures. 

Last week, just days after returning 
from Kobe, Youd addressed faculty 
and students focusing on the effects 
of liquefaction that occurred during 
the Kobe earthquake, which measured 
7.2 on the Richter scale. 

Liquefaction is a process where a 
solid, such as sand, converts into a 
liquid form during an earthquake, 
Youd said. 

“The Mainichi Daily News estimat- 


ed on Jan. 23 that the earthquake | 


caused $100 billion to $140 billion in 
damage,” Youd said. “However this is 
a very preliminary estimate.” 

During his lecture, Youd showed 
slides of collapsed bridges, damaged 
buildings and his visit to two man- 
made island ports off. the coast of 
Kobe where liquefaction took place. 

Youd said these islands are two of 
the busiest ports in Japan, and the one 
that ships McDonald’s Happy Meal 
toys is currently 90 percent immobile. 

Youd added that the port islands 
could have avoided damage if they 
would have been built properly. He 
believes the sand used to construct the 
islands wasn’t compacted correctly, 
and therefore liquefaction occurred. 

Youd also said from his observation, 
the buildings in Kobe that were built 
with a deep foundation “performed 
beautifully” during the earthquake. 

“The real damage and most of the 
deaths occurred in the housing sec- 
tions of Kobe,” Youd said. “It’s fortu- 
nate that the earthquake occurred at 
5:45 a.m. instead of an hour later.”

Youd estimates 50 percent of the 
damage in Kobe was caused by utili- 
ties, especially gas and sewer lines. 
Several fires were caused because of 
damaged gas lines, and Youd believes 
those firés could have been prevented 
if the city of Kobe used more modern 
pipes for their gas lines. 

Youd said his biggest concern is 
cleanup. He said it appears the 
cleanup that is taking place in Kobe is 
just a quick-fix, that might be happen- 
ing because of pressure coming from 
the Japanese government. 

When asked the question of how the 
Wasatch Front would fair during an 
earthquake, Youd said, “We can build 
houses that will come through an 
earthquake, the size of Kobe’s, with 
little damage. The question is, what 
happens to the water, gas and sewer 
lines?” 

Youd said the pipelines being used 
in Utah County are in pretty good 
shape because in the last few years 
older pipes have been replaced with 
modern pipes.

Rabin refuses Arafat’s demand to lift ban 


EREZ JUNCTION, Gaza Strip — The crisis in Israeli-Palestinian relations 
deepehed Thursday after leaders failed to agree on how to expand Palestinian 
autonomy without endangering Israeli security. 

Prime’ Minister Yitzhak Rabin and PLO chief Yasser Arafat did not resolve 
any. ‘disputes during their 2 1/2-hour meeting Thursday at an Israel-PLO com- 
mand ‘post in northern Gaza, 

Reflecting the tensions, the two did not hold a joint news conference. 
However, they agreed to meet again next Thursday. 

Rabin told Arafat he must rein in Islamic militants before Israel will talk 
about expanding Palestinian self-rule to the West Bank. 

Rabin also refused Arafat’s demand that Israel lift a 19-day closure of the 
West: Bank and Gaza Strip imposed after a bombing attack last month by 
Islamic, militants that killed 21 Israelis. 

A tense Arafat, speaking later at his Gaza City office, complained that Israel 
was turning the Palestinian areas into a giant holding cell. 

ae there is an Israeli wish for political separation, then we welcome it. But we 
will fot welcome that they lock us in Gaza and the West Bank and hold the 
keys to:the big prison,” he said. 


Corrosion cracks overpasses, says UDOT 


SALT LAKE CITY — Utah’s freeway overpasses and highway bridges are 
corroding, and without repairs, some could collapse within three to five. years, 
Utah Department of Transportation officials said. 

Water and deicing salt have permeated concrete bridge decks, corroding steel 
which swells to crack surrounding concrete. This creates potholes and chunks 
of conerete break off. 

Ata UDOT symposium on the corrosion, David Christensen, UDOT structur- 

~ al engineer, predicted at least 20 percent of the Salt Lake Valley’s freeway 
overpasses would collapse during a big earthquake. 

Craig Zwick, UDOT executive director, asked symposium participants to 
unite in asking the Legislature to support Gov. Mike Leavitt’s proposal to use 
$81 million in general-fund money for highways in fiscal 1996. 


‘Smart bomb’ kills leukemia cells in mice 


WASHINGTON — Researchers experimenting with mice have created a can- 
cer “smart bomb” that attacks and kills leukemia cells without harming normal 
cells. The technique may be tested on humans this summer. 

The “smart bomb” is actually an antibody that will attach to a receptor mole- 
cule found only on the surface of leukemia cells, said Dr. F. M. Uckun of the 
University of Minnesota, Minneapolis. 

“The antibody is the missile,” said Uckun, and hooked to the missile is the 
payload—a chemical that actually kills the leukemia cell. 

“Normal tissue is not affected,” he said. “Only the leukemia cells are going to 
die*”: 

Uckun, first author of a study appearing Friday in the journal Science, said the 
same “smart bomb” technique for the targeted delivery of a killing chemical 
canalso be used for some cancers of the breast, ovaries and brain.

At the same time, he wasn’t too worried about rushing because his assistant 
told him the committee did not have the two-thirds quorum needed to endorse 
the measure. 

So when he got to the meeting and members of the Senate Education 
Committee told him the bill had passed, he questioned their numbers. 

Kt turned out there were not enough members present, which means the bill 
will bé discussed and voted on again next week. 

The: bill, sponsored by Rep. Howard Stephenson, R-Draper, would allow 
each Utah school district to observe a period of silence at the opening of every 
school day, but they would not be mandated to do so.

BYUSA candidates discuss issues at SAC debate vf 
Candidates argue 


annual rafting trip, 
older student issues

No hostile glares. Not even an inter- 
ruption from opposing candidates. 
The Student Advisory Committee’s 
presidential debate Thursday night 
was warm and cordial. 

Candidates used the debate, which 
took place in room 327 ELWC, to 
reiterate campaign slogans and 
promises made two days before in a 
press conference. Members of SAC 
wrote questions for the candidates to 
address. The candidates were then 
given one minute to answer each 
question. 

Randy Shumway, a presidential 
hopeful from Texas, stood alone 
defending BYUSA’s annual rafting 
trip. 

“No other activity could produce so 
much unity,” Shumway said. He 
defended the rafting trip as a quality 
leadership and training experience. 

“BYUSA places less money on the 
rafting trip than on some other train- 
ing activities.” he said. 


David Funk disagreed with 
Shumway. “If we're elected, we will 


not have a rafting trip.” Funk said. 

Funk, a public relations student, said 
abolishing the annual rafting trip was 
necessary to avoid student criticism. 

April Saunders and Wesley 
McDougal said they would also do 
away with the rafting trip. Saunders 
said BYUSA could hoid training 
retreats at several locations other than 
on a river. 

“There are other ways we can have a 
unifying activity,” McDougal said. 

McDougal and Bobbi Jo Hill, the 
vice presidential hopeful running with 
McDougal, were asked about their 
proposals to clect freshmen to SAC. 

Hill appeared confused when she 
was told the council was already look- 
ing at a proposal to elect freshmen to 
SAC. Hill said she was pleased with 
SAC’s efforts on the proposal. 

“They (freshmen) are the ones who 
use Our programs more than any other 
group,” Hill said. 

Candidates were asked how they 
would resolve apathy toward BYUSA 
among upperclassmen. 

Saunders talked about a platform 
proposal called “Friend to Friend” 
that would allow upperclassmen to 
work with international students. 

McDougal said he would start at the 
ground level. to-increase participation 
among upperelassmen. Freshmen 
involved with BYUSA programs are 
likely to stay involved as upperclass- 
men, he said. 

Funk’s platform includes seminars 
for married students. 

Funk said he supports the new poli- 
cy of priority registration for married 
students. 

Shumway said a four-day spring 
break will address a need of upper- 
classmen. 

Jana Pitts, the vice presidential can- 
didate running with Shumway, said 
the proposal is possible. 

“We've already talked to President 
Lee about it,” Pitts said. 

The proposal would move a reading 
day to the middle of March.

Transformed from a 19th century carriage house, 
The McCurdy Historical Doll Museum is home to 
more than 4,000 dolls, including collections from 
Marie Osmond, Little Women and the great-grand- 
daughter of Wilford Woodruff. 

Founded in 1978, the doll museum was the cre- 
ation of Shirley and Monroe Paxman, retired pro- 
fessors who knew people had an interest in dolls. 

“People from all over the world love to come and 
see the dolls,” said Monroe, who helps to guide 
tourists around the museum galleries. 

The museum, which is behind the Paxman’s home 
in Provo, is a restored carriage house that was built 


in the 1800s. It was the ideal place for a museum, 
states Shirley. 

“It took us 18 months to restore and during that 
time we were continually on the look out for dolls.” 
Shirley said. 

The search for dolls led them to the Laura 
McCurdy Clark collection of more than 800 dolls, 
which were being housed in a Salt Lake City ware- 
house. 

“I was astonished to learn that these wonderful 
dolls were being kept from display,” said Shirley, 
adding that many Utah associations had declined 
taking the collection, including the Utah State 
Historical Society and BYU. 

Clark, who was a school teacher, had a vast col- 
lection of dolls including Native American dolls 
and dolls representing the dress from cavemen all 


the way to Queen Elizabeth. *

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Adonis Bronze Foundry 
makes, displays sculptures

If you think you’re in the wrong 
place, you’ve found it. 

These are the directions to the 
Adonis Bronze Foundry and Gallery 
in Orem. 

The foundry, conveniently located in 
a back-door basement warehouse, 
produces some of Utah’s finest bronze 
sculptures. 

Debbie Allan, a waxing supervisor, 
says she gives tours to all ages and 
sizes of groups, but prefers a more 
“mature” audience. 

“I like giving tours to the college 
kids because they appreciate the art 
and the bronzing process,” she said. 

The tour begins in the gallery, a 
small room filled with sculptures by 
many well-known artists. Allan point- 
ed out that Gary Price and Grant 
Speed both bring their work in to. the 


_ Orem foundry. Because the art is con- 


stantly being created and sold, a tour 
might include a set of magnificent 
native American warriors, a life-size 
bust of Joseph Smith or a collection 
of 12-inch rhinos. 

Allan explained the steps of the 
bronzing process as she takes a group 
through the rooms in the foundry. 

“The artists bring in their own clay 


sculptures and we cast them in 
bronze. Sometimes we get requests 
for silver and gold, but not very often 
because of the expense involved,” she 
said. f 

From the first silicon mold to the 
final ceramic casting, the tour pro- 
vides a “behind-the scenes” look at 
art and artists that are seldom recog- 
nized. 

Jason Millward, a student at UVSC 
has been a wax-pour technician for 
almost eight months at the foundry. 

“l’m working here so I can get 
money and learn about sculpture at 
the same time,” said Millward. He 
says the job is “hard at times,” but he 
hopes his work at the foundry will 
lead to a career in sculpture. 

Allan shows the variety of tools and 
equipment used at each step of the 
bronzing, from welding irons and 
sandblasters to delicate dentist tools. 

The highlight of the tour is the melt- 
ing and pouring of the liquid bronze. 
In what looks to be a ceramic grave- 
yard, dismembered human and animal 
molds are tossed in a pile. 

The finished products are then sold 
in art shows and galleries for, Allan 
estimates, $6,000 to $12,000.

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Natural history museum 25 years old

The Utah Museum of Natural 
History is celebrating 25 years of pro- 
viding Utah residents with an interdis- 


_ciplinary look at the natural history of 


the state. 

The anniversary celebration high- 
lights a quarter century of helping the 
community explore the natural won- 
ders in Utah with displays that show- 
case the museum’s collection of arti- 
facts. 

The museum combines a variety of 
displays and programs to make natur- 
al history interesting for people of all 
ages, according to Rebecca Chavez- 
Houck, Public ‘Relations Coordinator 
for the museum. 

“We are trying to provide a good 
overview of natural history for every- 
one,” she said. “We've tried to find a 
balance between displays geared to a 
purely academic interest and that of a 
lay person.” 

“People can’t see all that Utah has to 
offer, so we provide an encapsulation 
of the natural history in our displays, 
dioramas, field trips and special 
exhibits.”

year. The permanent exhibits trace the 
changing face of Utah’s natural envi- 
ronment from the Precambrian era to 
the modern world. 

Featured exhibits include the skele- 
tal remains of Utah’s Official State 
Fossil, the Allosaurus, the carnivorous 
dinosaur that roamed Eastern Utah 
during the Mesozoic Era. 

Also displayed permanently at the 
museum are more than 600 gems and 
minerals, dioramas tracing the evolu- 
tion of Utah civilizations and a simu- 
lated trout pond. 

Currently showing until February 26 
is the special exhibit called “Wild 
Expressions: A Utah Wildlife Artists 
Invitational Exhibit.” The wildlife art 
exhibition features two- and three- 
dimensional work in a variety of 
media by 34 Utah residents. 

“The Wild Expressions exhibit is a 
marriage of art and natural history,”

In April, the museum will begin an 
interdisciplinary exhibit called 
“Treading in the Past: Sandals of the 
Anasazi.” The exhibit features approx- 
imately 325 sandals and sandal frag- 
ments collected over 54 years from 
sites in the four corners region of the 
Southwest where the Anasazi Indians 
lived in from A.D.+1 to A.D. 1300.

“We do offer financial assistance to 
girls who cannot afford to pay for 
program events,” Green said. “Last 
year we spent: more than $22,000 in 
financial assistance.” 

Kelly Anderson, the Service Unit 
cookie manager for the Grandview 
area in Provo, said she doesn’t know 
how much money they raised in dol- 
lars and cents last year with cookie 
sales, but says she knows it was a lot. 

“All I know is one of my troops was 
able to pay for all their girls to go to 
all their day camps,” Anderson said.
